The announcement of Mitchell Palmer that he is a candi­ 
date for the Democratic presidential nomination is possibly 
the most significant announcement of the year. The fact that 
he is a member of the president’s cabinet causes many politi­ 
cal experts to believe that he has the consent of the president 
if not the pledged support ,of the president. 
They believe 
that the Pennsylvania Quaker is the heir apparent of the Wil­ 
son dynasty. 
In this campaign as in all former ones the support of the 
president gives powerful impetus to a candidacy. If Palmer 
has been chosen by the man in the White House to lead the 
administration forces in the national convention, it is well 
to prepare for a substantial Palmer boom. At the same time 
it is well to expect the most stubborn resistance to the Palmer 
candidacy. The other candidates are forced to become at once 
an allied opposition. 
Every favorite son who has duped his 
followers into the belief that he is a possibility will be forced 
by the very logic of the situation to allign himself with all 
the other favorite sons in a campaign against presidential 
intern ^rence. 
If Palmer is in truth the selected candidate of President 
Wilson it is easy to forecast the line-up at the national con­ 
vention. 
The Federal machine will be on the firing line 
whooping things up for their favorite. Opposed to the bread- 
and-butter brigade will be the united hosts of all the disaffect­ 
ed lead by the erstwhile boy orator of the Platte, William 
Jennings Bryan. It will be a battle royal worth crossing more 
tbfm one continent to see. 
Present conditions resemble those prevailing in the Demo­ 
cratic Convention of 1896. In that year a Democratic adminis- 
tifition was repudiated by a Democratic convention and an 
anti administration man was named for the presidency. Such 
a course was glorious but it was not politics. 
It lead the 
party through the slaughter house of Watterson^ imagination 
into the grave of Watterson^ prophecy. 
It cast the Demo­ 
cratic party out into utter darkness where it flooded the 
strange gods of fake reform for sixteen years. 
The revolt against the White House may be sufficiently 
strong tp control the convention at the Golden Gate. 
But it 
must be borne in mind that at all times the Federal ap­ 
pointees are a mightly army. Inspired by the value of a meal 
ticket they will fight to the last ditch. 
No crown of thorns

ical recrimination he maintains a position of great strategic 
importance. He has the unrivalled merit of being able to draw 
the electoral vote of Ohio and probably Indiana to the Demo­ 
cratic column. 
No other, man yet mentioned promises as 
much to Democratic success. It is among the greatest of prob­ 
abilities that thp Democratic hosts will be lead in this year of 
grace by Governor Cox of Ohio.
